reservation should not be secured to the 
exclusion of Chinese -of -good standing. 
Opinion” among the Chinese is freely ex. 
|pressed that no invidiots distinction should 
he diawn so as to create any racial prejud'ce 
in a Colony compusid of so very many 
different nationalities as Hongkong assuredly 
is. Were a reservation area to be set apart 
entirely for the benefit: of the Europeans, 
then the Chinese of the better class would 
be forced to reside in a distiict: where the 
inhabitants of the lower social stratum would 
have the right of intruding themselves upon 
their countrymen of the higher order. This is 
manifestly not desirable. Equal rights for all 
is, in sifort, the principle which they claim. 
It is held by them that in, the reservation 
not only should Chinese of the better class 
be allowed to reside, but dat all classes of 
houses of Eurupean design within the re- 
servation might be open for the Chinese to 
inhabit if they chose to pay the rents and 
cohform lo the sanitary laws with regard to 
cleanly habits and healthy living, The 
contention that the Chinese are willing and 
are able to pay higher rents lo the exclusion
